The current education 
question is: Will the $89.5 
million school bond issue be 
successful at the polls in 
November?

John Ellis 
calls the prgblem between 
the Black community and the 
school system one of ‘“mis- 
trust;"" but Black community 
leadership calls the problem 
one of “racism” and says that 
as- a result, “We are just 
cautious about supporting 
bond issues.and levies.” 

Supt: Ellis is saying to the 
Black community “trust me, 
you can check with my pre- 
vious school district; they'll 
tell you, and it'll shock me if 
100 per cent don’t say, he's 
an honest man; Ellis keeps 
his promises.” 


The Black community's 
education minded activist are 
replying, “We don't want any 
more promises, we want to 
see specific facts, timetables, 
no more pigs in a poke, we 
want to Know exactly what 
this bond proposal for im- 
proved facilities will do for 
the education of our Black 
youths.” 


The black community, 
white community and the 
school administration all 
realize that the building bond 
issue may at least ease the 
problem of overcrowding; 
however to all sides the issue 
offers.certain pitfalls. 

The danger for the school 
administration is in the 
selling of the issue. Since, 
the school system works 
within the “system” it balks at 
prselling the issue to the

Many conservatives will 
suggest that the segregation 
problem is due to the closed 
housing situation, and should 
be tackled from that angle-- 
ignoring the crowded school 
situations created by the 
flight of many white families 
to the suburbs.

The Black moderate min- 
ded say chance passing the 
issue-because of the need for 
improved facilities; then push.

Black education activists 
say kill the issue until written 
evidence of specific improve- 
ments in educational facili- 
ties in the Black community 
is obtained. Also, they tend to 
be skeptical of any admini- 
strative | statements--which, 
often, they say have been em- 
pty--on quality education; 
integrated or otherwise. 

Obviously the issue will not 
pass without a measure of 
compromise; everyone will 
not be pleased with the final 
package. However, more im- 
portantly, if the issue is to be 
passed the school admini- 
stration will have to clarify its 
stand on the concerns of the 
total community. The admini- 
stration’s upcoming cam- 
paign in support of the issue 
will be expected to explain 
how it plans to deal with con- 
cerns of each faction. 

Nevertheless, the most 
pathetic result of the present 
school problem is that the 
child suffers for the ignor- 
ance of adults, who create

The age old 
excuse that there are no blacks qualified would soon disap- 
pear. if those who are qualified were used. Last month Kristol 
Cooper. a postal employee. passed the football. official 
examination. Many other young men plan to enroll in the 
basketball official ‘course in October. 

The superintendent of Columbus Public Schools and the 
‘Columbus School Board should take a close look at this of- 
ficiating business to see if it really affects the mood of the 
crowd. 

We noticed that more Blacks have been hired to officiate 
in the NFL. More Blacks would be available on the local high 
school scene. too. if the doors were opened.

The report raises the possi- 
bility that three National 
League stars - Willie Mays, 
Emie Banks and Maury Wills 
are ready to manage a big 
league baseball squad right 
now. We would like to add 
the name of Frank Robinson, 
who has the best chance to 
become the first Biack 
manager in the major 
leagues. In the. Winter 
League in the Islands he 
served as manager of big 
league players both Black 
and white and won the pen- 
nant race. Every player on the 
squad was in accord with 
Robinson and made it known 
publicly. 

While a player with the 
Baltimore Orioles, he was 
considered the leader and 
the example he set as a 
player rubbed off on the other 
members of the team. They 
won the American League 
pennant once, and the world

The report also stated that 
Elston Howard, Larry Doby 
and Jim Gilliam were ready to 
take over a coaching job in 
the major leagues.

Doby, former Cleveland In- 
dians star centerfielder and 
home run slugger is now a 
coach with the Montreal club, 
and Gilliam, former star in- 
fielder and outfielder for the 
Los Angeles Dodgers, is now 
the’ first base Coach for the 
Dodgers.

In addition to the players 
named, one shouldn’ forget 
Bill White, former Warren and

At the present 
time he is working as 
baseball: broadcaster for the 
Yankees. 

Remember George Crowe? 
He was a great first baseman 
and slugger for the 
Milwaukee Braves and 
without a shadow of doubt 
would make a good coach for 
some major league, team. . 

“The Black Athlete ... 1970” 
reports that such a minority 
advancement scheme, “along 
with tangible results,” would 
be necessary to restore the 
Black Athlete’s® faith in the 
management of baseball, 
football and basketball.

Many of the Blacks at- 
tending, when interviewed, 
felt that the seminar really 
didn't: relate to the average 
small minority businessman. 

Much of what was covered 
at the seminar dealt with big 
business rather than. small 
business. Even the seminar 
speakers and discussion 
panels couldnt offef much 
consulation to the problems 
facing small minority 
business operators. 

Mrs. Madelyne Blunt, 
President, Club Date, 
Cleveland, wanted to know 
from one of the discussion 
panels what could be done 
by, .small. businessmen to

Mae X (Sargent), finance 
officer, Determined Young 
Men, Cincinnati's business 
assistance project, said that 
she was upset that more 
Biacks were ‘not at the 
seminar. She said that she

One Panel member related 
to the audience how he had 
tried to borrow $300,000 from 
a lending institution and was 
refused. He said immediatiey 
upon—refusal. he. telephoned 
his friends and ‘within 45 
minutes was able to raise the 
$300,000. 

A Black seminar partici- 
pant later said, “| knew this 
seminar would be another 
game. It would take me a life 
time to raise $300,000—being 
Black, it takes more than 45

Department of Justice is 
taking a close look at job op- 
portunities for blacks in state 
and local government agen- 
cies. ——. 

The first two employment 
discrimination. suits to en- 
force the 1972 law were filed 

“by the JU 
during August -- oné-against 
the City of “Montgomery, 
Alabama, and the other 
against the Los Angeles Fire 
Department. 

The Justice. Department is 
also reviewing black. em- 
ployment practices in the 
Chicago Fire Department and 
in-at least four other public 
agencies across the country. 

New legislation in the area 
of equal employment, signed 
by President Nixon qn March 
24, gave the Justice Depart- 
ment the ‘autority for the first 
time to take legal action 
against public employers for 
racial discrimination. 

The Montgomery suit said 
that the city has traditionally 
maintained a segregated em- 
ployment structure, hiring 
blacks as unrclassified 
laborers while assigning 
whites to classified and bet- 
ter paying positions. 

The Los Angeles suit said 
the city refuses to recruit and 
hire’ blacks, Mexican- 
Americans and Orientals on 
an equal basis with whites of 
non-Mexican origin as city 
firemen. 

The suit said the Los 
Angeles Fire Department em- 
ploys about 3,150 firemen, of 
whom only 48 are black and 
94 are Mexican-American. 
None are of Oriental an- 
cestry. 

Both suits..seek court jar- 
ders prohobiting all racially 
discriminatory employment 
practices and increasing the 
hiring or members of minority 
groups.. 

The Justice Department 
was also involved in a variety 
of other civil rights activities 
last month. ; 

FAIR HOUSING - 

Six consent decrees 
prohibiting racial dis- 
crimination in housing and 
important federal court 
decision were obtained. by 
the Justice Department.

Miss Black America-Disenchanted 


dy the -wave-of-biack— 


“identity” and black “pride” that 


has swept the country in the past 
decade, promoters with an eye on 
profit have designed assorted 
pageants aimed at “glorifying” 
black femininity. 

Of the group, Miss Black 
America, a sepia version of the 
established Miss America pageant, 
has attracted the most contestants, 
the widest press Coverage and 
probably the biggest disillusion- 
ment for both the publicized win- 
ners and runners-up: 

At least one “queen,” Miss Joyce 


“Warner-Miss Black America of ~ 


.1972-has found her participation 
filled. with “severe financial and 


“emotional strain upon mysetf and 


the other members of my family.” 

Miss Warner, in an open letter to 
the news media sums up her ex- 
perience as follows: 

“Miss Black America from last 
year never received the scholarship 
which was promised to her. The 
scholarship which was promised to 
me turned out to be a “misprint” in 
the program. The thousands of 
dollars in cash money, reported to 
the news media as having been 
won by the 1971-72 Miss Black 
America, was also nonexistent. An 
advertisement was carried in a very 
large black publication in which my 
name, picture and a caption were 
used by a cosmetics company, to 
endorse one of their products. At no 
time was my permission knowingly 
given to use this picture or a quote, 
for that purpose. | have been stran- 
ded as far away from home as 
Cleveland, Ohio, where, as a result 
of the delinquency on the part of 
the pageant officials to make sure 
that my travel expenses were 
adequately taken care of, | was left © 
with no ‘return ticket home. 
Because of poor scheduling 
procedures, many times | was for- . 
ced to work as many as 17 hours 
per day. As a contestant in the Miss 


Black Florida Pageant ast year, t, 
along with the other contestants, 
sold subscriptions to the Miss 
Black America Magazine. Though’ 
the magazine was scheduled to 
come out every other month, to this 
date most of the people have 
received no magazines at all, some 
have received only one, and a few 
have received two. My numerous 
letters and phone calls to the 
pageant director, who is also’ the 
magazine editor, have been 
ignored.” 

It is not the idea of the pageant 
that | am against or wish to see 
destroyed. | am for anything if it is 
geared toward getting our people 
together or if it is a sincere effort to 
help black people. But it is hard for 
me to turn my back on the fact that 
thousands’ of girls each year, 
across this country, are being used 
by people who “claim to be black” 
and who see in being black a 
means of getting ahead. It hurts to 
realize that the Miss Black America 
Pageant which so many people 


-have so much faith in, is being 


destroyed by a handful of people 
who are selfishly using the pageant 


.for their own benefit. 


“It is my sincere hope that 
through my contact with black 
people and through their contacts 
with other people, we may be able 
to keep the next Miss Black 
America from having to go through 
the same type of heartbreaking ex- 
periences that | went through. 
Pressure must be put on individuals 
on the national and state levels, to 
hold up to their commitments, 
whether in terms of prizes or in 


‘terms of the pageant’s ideals and 


rpose. 

This evaluation, of course, is but 
one participants opinion, but. at the 
very least, it should sound a caution 
to susceptible young women to 
check carefully any person or 
organization recruiting contestants 
in their area. 


Tomorrow’s Policeman 
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There are few valid arguments 
against the claim of law en- 
forcement officials that their efforts 
to suppress crime are handicapped 
by lack of money and manpower. 

- But will manpower alone achieve 
law and order with justice? 

Not unless standards for police 
personnel are changed fast enough 
and far enough by American com- 
munities and their police establish- 
ments, says University of Cincinnati 
psychologist Dr. Robert B. Mills. 

Dr. Mills is professor and head of 
the department of criminal justice 


+-______in UC's College of Community Ser- 


vices. 
In challenging what he describe 


as “the. cultural sterectyparof ard 


‘police personality’ widely held by 
the public and by many 
psychologists,” Dr. Mills explained 
Cincinmniati’s police recruit selection 
methods, as a possible guide for 
communities trying to upgrade their 
police departments. 

Dr. Mills noted little work has 
been done in attempting to identify 
positive attributes for a good 
policeman. Most psychological 
tests are designed merely to weed 
out unsuitable candidates by iden- 
tifying negative characteristics. 

The positive characteristics are: 

Motivation for a law enforcement 
career; normal masculine  self- 
assertion; emotional stability and 
good judgment under stress; sen- 
sitivity toward minority groups and 
social deviates; collaborative

leadership “skits; flexibitity;, and 
mature relationship to social 
authority. 

Discussing in detail some of the 


" findings, Dr. Mills said: Candidates 


who want to “enlist in the crusade 
against crime,” impose their own 
authoritarian views upon citizens, 
or bolster their masculinity by don- 
ning a police uniform are 
questionable prospects. ° 

Self-assertiveness in police 
recruits proved a positive quality 
despite its apparent suggestion of 
images of police brutality and un- 
warranted use of force. “It is 
usually the insecure, passive, 
threatened police officer who is 
tamnied to use force. 
propriately,”. according to OF ° 

Black recruit candidates. faced 
particularly difficult circumstances. 
They were-often the-special-objects- 
of hostility from other members of 


the black community, even. their. ‘ 


family and friends. Trying to meet 
the challenge of minority groups, 
the Cincinnati evaluation team uses 
a balanced, integrated team of 
psychologists, including a black 
female clinical psychologist. 

Dr. Mills is not alone in his 
evaluation. American citizens have 
become increasingly alarmed over 
the growing power of the 
“organized” police establishment 
and its growing political clout that 
in many cases disdains direction 
from civilian authority to run its 
own tight-knit autocracy.

First, 4 was a complaint of the 
Associated Builders and Contractors, 
Inc., which asked Gilligan to lend a 
hand to black non-union workers who 
are in the act of dismantling the old 
Schmidt Brewery in the Cleveland area. 

Samuel J.Hebdo, executive director, 
Ohio Chapter of ABC, in a lengthy 


- telegram, appealed to Gilligan to‘take 


steps immediately to intervene ‘‘in the 
outrageous and deplorable situation 
taking place” at the old brewery ‘‘as it 
Pertains tn thae.T &..T. bdantine SA + go ‘ 
Ino., ‘of Kent, 0." ' 

Leonard. .and-Thomas Tompkins, the 
owners, according to Hebdo, both War 
It “battle-scarred black men, have been 
besieged by 100 or more ‘friendly club’ 
and pipe-wielding union pickets simply 
because they demand the right to work 
non-union in the dismantling of the 
brewery.” 

Hebdo told Gilligan that “these black 
American citizens are not asking for 
welfare; they aren't asking for 
something they don't deserve; they are 
asking for equality from the state and 
the country they so valiantly defended 
during the last World War.

They are 
told they cannot operate as free men 
Unless they pay ‘protection money’ in 
the form of union membership.”

| Voter Registration 


This is open season on potential 
voters who are not registered. 

Both major political parties have their 
own voter registration programs. The 
NAACP is conducting its drive. And, in 
& recent report, states that it has so far 
reached the 150,000 mark in registra- 
tions. 

The National Urban League is also 
conducting a voter registration cam- 
paign. For this purpose, it has secured 
$720,000 in special funds to be used 
over @ two-year period. 

Perhaps there.are-some other drives 
to snare reluctant citizens who, while 
eligible, have not thought enough of 
their citizenship duties to register and 


organization. are all well and. good. 
What | don't understand is, why you 
don’t see any activity in the wards and 
precincts. Last month, the Board of 
Election opened registration booths in 
every ward in Cuyahoga (Cleveland) 
County. The turnout was, to sav the 
least, disappointing. 

The books at the Board of Election 
are still open all over Ohio and will 
remain so until Oct. 10. 

It is reasonable to expect some kind 
of activity in a state like Ohio for voter 
registration. The National Urban 
League has announced that its registra- 
tion drive in Ohio will be limited to two 
cities, Columbus and Dayton. How the 
Program will be implemented, has :.ot 
as yet been announced. . 

There has been no announcement to 
my Knowledge, by the NAACP as to its 
program for registration in Ohio. 

If these two national organizations 
are to do anything effective this year, 
they had better get started, for the time 
is very short. : 

The Republicans to my knowledge, 
have not earmarked any funds for 
registration. This is understandable for, 
the Republicans -believe that a large 
registration of Black votérs will mean 
more Democratic votes. So, their theo 
is, “let sleeping dogs lie.” : 

On the other hand, the McGovern for- 
ces have already sent $20,000 into Ohio 
to be used for voter registration. If 
possible, more is to come. 

With all the big money foundations 

@eemingly willing. to give for voter 
fegistration, it seems that we ought to 


be .able to make a better showing ‘for 


the; money spent than we have in the 
past 


You don’t register people with: 
beautifully printed books and literature 
with cute, catchy phrases. Staff sitting 
way away from where the Black people 
live, cannot be effective in getting 
people to overcome their apathy and in- 
difference to voting. 

This literature and office staffs, may 
make good reports when summaries 
are sent to the sources of the money 
gsants. But, down in the precincts 
where the action should be, there isn’t 
much of a story to tell when the voter 
lists are published. 

In all the years | have been active in 
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This is the time of the year when 
various and assorted citizens start to 
look for excuses for not supporting the 
united campaign most U.S. cities stage 
to support Community agencies. In 
Cleveland, a great deal of this 
resistance emanates from individuals or 
groups in the Black community who 
feel that many of the supported agen- 


* cies do not provide relevant services to 
_ the city’s black and poor segments. 


This criticism can hardly be applied 
to the Cleveland Legal Aid Society, one 
of the many agencies supported by 
United Torch funds. For almost 70 years 
this agency has been giving the poor 
the means and knowledge to better 
their lives. The Society believes that the 
democratic process should work for all 
the people and not just those able to af- 
ford it. So their goal is to span the dif- 
ference between rich and poor that 
money can make in legal matters. 

Under the direction of a dedicated 
Black lawyer, C. Lyonel Jones, the ser- 
vices of this agency has become more 
and more relevant to Black Cleve- 
landers because of programs that: in- 
form the poor about their legal rights, 
programs that provide legal service to 
those .who cannot afford ‘a lawyer, and 
programs that work for legislative; 
judicial and administrative reform of 
laws and rulings that discriminate 
against the poor. 

While the “store-front” legal offices 
are well-known, the Legal Aid Society's 
program of legal reform does not share 
this spotlight, even though this is the 
area in which the Society is most ef- 
fective. It benefits all large numbers of 
poor people and not just those that 
seek help. Through this program an at- 
tempt is made to “‘cure" poverty instead 
of just dispensing ‘‘band-aids to cover 
The Society enters a reform case 
either by representing an individual 


‘representing groups of poor people 


that plan to work for change. Most of 
the groups that come to the Legal Aid 
Society for help know where the

Therefore, any voter registration cam- 
paign-that does not expect to continue® 
its activities right through until the polis 
close on election day, will not do an ef- 
fective job. 

Voting is so important to every Black 
person, we really shouldn't have to go 
out and beg people to register and/or 
vote. My God, the way we have suffered 
because we were disfranchised, should 
impel us to be first in line to vote every 
election day. The way the Negro can- 
didates have to rely on Black votes, is 
another impeliing reason for us to take 
more than a casual interest in voting. 

The tools for voter registration are 
few and simple. Workers in each 
precinct, poll books and transfer cards. 

Of course, you must add to this, ex- 
perienced political workers. It is not 
just sufficient to ring a door bell. You 
must know how to talk to people and 
overcome théir -reticence to give 
strangers information. This is why, it is 
always better to use experienced booth 
and precinct workers in their own 
neighborhood whenever possible. 


There can be no valid argument 
against voting. The Negro has more to 
gain from voting than anyone else. This 
is because most of the denials of our 
rights were brought about by political 
manupulations All of the laws are en- 
forced by persons elected or directly af- 
fected by elected officials. Any changes 
that are made, will be made by-elected 
officials. j ;

There are still all too 
many Negroes devoid of motivation, 
caught in the clutches of apathy, and 
expressing the attitude that ‘my vote 
does not count:’ We have the job of 
going out into the hedges and high- 
ways to arouse the motivation of our 
people and lift them from their 
apathetic slumbers. | am still convinced 
that one of the most significant steps 
that the Negro can take at this hour is 
that short walk to the voting booth.”

An Open Letter To 


Vernon E. Jordan, Jr. 

To President Nixon and Senator! 
McGovern: 

This open letter is ocasioned by the 
deep sense of despair felt by many of 
your black fellow-citizens that their in- 
terests are being neglected and’ their 
hopes ignored in this crucial election 
campaign. 

It is readily apparent that the great 
running wound that has so crippled our 
nation -- morally, economically and 
Spiritually — is racism. It is equally ap- 
parent. that«the number one domestic 


PTY east be the revitalization of our 


urban. areas. ? 

And yet, neither of these issues upon 
which the history of our country will 
turn, has been dealt with by either can- 
didate or party with the honesty and 
detailed concern. they demand. A 
political campaign is more than a com- 
Petition for power and office; it is an 
opportunity to educate the public to the 
issues that so deeply affect their lives. 
This campaign in particular, offers a 
major opportunity to take the public 
beyond the code words and phrases 
that appeal to emotions and instead, to 
initiate. a great debate on the real 
public policy issues of our time. 

This has not yet been done. Many 
black people sense, instead, an open 
hostility to their cause or, at best, a dis- 
interest in our aspirations for a more 
equal, just society. The feeling is strong 
that white Americans are not being 
educated to the issues that affect our 
cities and black people, and that black 
Americans themselves have been 
neglected as a measure of political ex- 
pedience. — 

This is a dangerous situation. It 
breeds cynicism and mistrust of the 
political process. It deflects national at- 
tention from problems that need to be 
solved. And black disaffection could 
well manifest itself in a reaction at the 
voting booth that could defeat either 
candidate, both he who takes black 
votes for granted and he who pre- 
maturely may have written them off. 

There ‘are numerous aspects of the 
nation's educational system that need 
serious discussion on the national 
level, with clear proposals on how

Q. | just found some doctor ‘bills 
from last year and was wondering if | 
could still send them in to Medicare for 
payment.

A New Method Of Lynching 


When the Supreme Court made its 
decision against capital punishment, 
news media moved south to take 
census on death row inmates in 
southem prisons. It was. revealed 
that the death row inmates had a 
vast black population and most of 
them accused of rape. 

When | learned that, | said, “Oh, 
oh, lynching has raised its ugly head 
again.’ Those rape cases had to in- 
volve white women, for one.cannot, 
imagine southern white justice get- 
ting nervous over black men taking 
advantage of black women and at- 
tacking them — no, | have a definite 
feeling that the so-called rape cases 
stemmed from black men with white 
women, the main theme of those old 
lynching _ sprees. . 

Yep, it looks like old cliche 


-about.a black.male child:in the south 


— when he was issued from his 
mother’s womb, the white mar-!4an- 
ted a tree for his hanging -- has to 
change to a new twist, for now it ap- 
pears that trees are not planted on 
the birth occasion, but jail cells are 
reserved for the black child when he 
grows up and gets into sporting life 
with white women. 

The new lynching has come up 
strongly and more powerfully in: 
reducing the black male population 
than the old lynching sprees, 


although the new action -is- not as- 


much fun as the old order when the 
county sheriff, the judge and top 
white men of the town donned the 
Klan robes and went out to get their 
“nigger” to string him up. 

Countless black youths and men 
were innocent of charges of rape for 
they merely filled many a southern 
white woman's lust for hyper sex 
relations that the husbands could not 
fulfill. When the woman. tired of the 
one black paramour and saw another 
more “good looking,” or maybe 
when she got a good dose of “holy 
roller religion” —\ anyway a rape 
scene was arranged. 

The current black man was dated 
and when the date was. being 
fulfilled, she would scream “rape” —

Rubella (German measies) is mild. in 
its effect on children. Rarely is there 
more than a rash, a slight fever and 
swollen glands, Sometines the infection 
is so slight that it goes unnoticed. And 
further; the child who has even a mild 
touch of rubella is usually immune to it 
the rest of his life. 

If this were the whole story, rubella 
wouldn't be worth writing about. 
However, rubella is extremely 
dangeous in one situation. That 
situation is when it strikes a pregnant 
woman. Her pregnancy can end in 
miscarriage, premature labor, the 
delivery. of a stillborm.or. abnormal. baby. 


“And while it is possible’ for @ woman” 


who has rubella during pregnancy to 
give birth to- anormal infant, the out- 
come is unpredictable and can be 
tragic. Rubella can. cause such birth 


" defects as blindness, deafness, certain 


heart diseases, and mental retardation. 

No treatment is available that will 
help the “pregnant woman who has 
been exposed to the disease. Where it 
is legal, ending the pregnancy by abor- 
tion may be considered. The greatest 
danger.is in the first three months of 
pregnancy. The earlier a woman 
develops rubella, the greater the risk 
that her baby will be, affected. 

Fortunately, a vaccine has been 
developed, is available, and mass 
programs to immunize kindergarten 
and grade-school age children have 
been started and given wide publicity in 
the last three years. 

Why start with children? The reason 
is that rubella is mainly a disease of 
children, and an adult usually gets the 
disease from a child. Immunize all 
children and the chain of infection will 
be stopped. 

The following advice applies to 
women of childbearing age. No 
pregnant woman should be vaccinated 
under any circumstance. No woman in 
this age group should be vaccinated 
unless a test shows she i$ not immune 
to the disease. A woman who is not im-

Now the 
Supreme Court saves the black man 
again from the fate of the new lyn- 
ching, for putting him to death ‘for 
rape of someone he probably did not 
wilfully attack, but merely was the 
playboy for awhile, is a_ terrible 
wrong. — 

One cannot know the depth of the 
trial probe into the guilt of all those 
black men in the southern death 
rows, but one can conjecture that the 
depth of probe was as shallow as 
judicial examination of a drunk 
before a muhicipal court. The con- 
jecture would not go far askance by 
comparing it to the judicial farce of a 
kangaroo court where a defendant Is 
never found innocent . because 
everyone wants a crack at the defen- 
dant's body, regardiess of in- 
nocence. 

Lynching: is a-horrible practice, for 
it isnot a punitive action in 
retaliation for justice, but a form of 
jealousy and sport in a diabolical 
scheme. °

mune may be vaccinated if there is 
reasonable assurance that she will not 
become pregnant for a period of at 
least two months. All pregnant women, 
even’ those vaccinated, should be 
tested at their first prenatal visit. 

After her baby is bom, a woman who 
is not innume to rubella can then be 
vaccinated. Again, there must be 
reasonable assurance she will not 
become pregnant for.at least two mon- 
ths. , 

it does not appear likely that ex- 
posure to recently vaccinated children 
or adults is cause for worry. The vac- 
cine virus apparently is not transmitted 
Karr coee personas the disease it- 
self is. 

Many parents see no reason to vac- 
cinate their children against a disease 
that has mild symptoms and leaves no 
harmfull aftereffects. They should 
realize that, if not for the benefit of their 
own families, inoculation is necessary 
for the families of future generations, 
including their children’s. 

Health authorities feel that if all 
children were vaccinated, by 1975 
rubella could be practically eliminated. 
When that happens, pregnant women 
will have one less fear that their 
children will not be born normal.

Yes. This does not mean. that 


because one place declined your ac- 
count that you will bé“ihable to obtain 
credit at another place. There are 
several reasons for this apparent con- 
tradiction: 

Some firms are more lenient than 
others in extending credit. 

Some merchandise carries a heavier 
mark-up than others. 

“Some firms attach different weight to 
various factors than others. . 

In addition, the size of the account 
could be important. You might be tur- 
ned down for a.large account and have 
no difficulty’in opening a small one. 
You might be turned down by a bank 
and approved by a jewelry store or vice 
versa.

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Social Security Helps 
Retrain Disabled Workers 


The number of severely dis- 
abled ~ people" who “are re- 
habilitated and return to work 
every year has almost tripled 
since Social Security began 
paying for some of the cost, 
according to Social Security 
officials here. 

In fiscal 1966, before Social 
Security began helping to 
fund rehabilitation, 6,717 
severely disabled workers 
were rehabilitated wit regu- 
lar- state-federal vocational 
rehabilitation funds. “Since 


that year,’ according to a 
Sdcial Security official, “the 
number of rehabilitated 
workers has steadily in- 
creased to 19,029 in 1971.” 

Eligible workers can get 
monthly disability payments 
from Social Security if they 
are severely disabled and it 
looks like they won't be able 
to work for. a year or more. 
Selected workers receive 
training and other services 
from state and oe agen- 
cies -

In Casual. 
Labor Set-up’ 


A traihing seminar in- 
troducing a néw Concept in 
Casual Labor administration 
began..recently--at. the Ohio 
Bureau’ of ‘Employment Ser- 
vices (OBES). 

The new program turns 
Ohio's Casual Labor offices, 
where men have come for 30 
yearsseeking one or two 
days’ work, into responsive 
arms of the’ total OBES 
Program, according to Ad- 
ministrator William E. Garnes. 

The office supervisors are 
being trained to refer ap- 
plicants to. OBES counseling 
‘and training services to help 
them qualify for permanent 
employment, in addition to 
the offices’ traditional role of 
Providing daywork. In ad- 
dition, office supervisors will 
now call on employers to 
develop job opportunities. 

The Casual Labor office 
supervisors from Ohio's eight 
major metropolitan areas will 
participate in the four-day 
seminar. Casual labor 
facilities are located in OBES 
offices in smaller com- 
munities.

{Did 100-Men Die~ 


In Tuskegee Study?

WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
(NBNS) - It now appears that 
more than 100 black men 
have died as the result of a 
criminal experiment con- 
ducted over the past 40 years 
by the U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice in Macon County, 
Alabama, 

The by now infamous 
Tuskegee Study, in which 
more than 400 “brewer 
were denied treatment for 
syphilis so that doctors could 
documént ~ their. bodily 
deterioration and death; ’ is 
under investigation by the 
U.S.* Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. A 
report is due in November. 

Originally, when the ex- 


.J--periment—was._first-_ revealed 
, last July, the U.S. Public 


Health Service cénfessed to 
seven deaths attributed direc- 
tly to untreated syphilis. 

Now, according to a report 
issued 26-years- ago by the 
very doctors carrying out the 
bizaare experiments, there is 
documentation of 28 deaths. 
These deaths came from 
autopsies performed on the 
bodies of 92 men out of the 
more than 400 involved in the 
experimentation. 

If this fatality reate of 30.4 
percent is extended to cover 
the entire number of men 
who went untreated for 
syphilis, the’actual toll would 
be an almost unbelievable 
107. 

Not since the world 
recoiled in horror at the Nazi 
experiments on Jews during 
the Second World War has 
there ‘been such a scandw in- 
volving - scientific —_ex- 
perimentation on human 
beings. 

It has now been 
established that only 74, of 
the, 431 or more involved in 
the experiment survived. The 
grim count continued in an 
effort to determine how many 
of the 357 or more died as a 
result of not being trémted for 
the venereal disease. .. 

Also as incredible is the 
fact that the experiments 
went on for 40 years without 
protest from those involved 
or publicity. : 

Reports written during the 
past 40 years indicate that 
the doctors believed the men 
they picked were so ignorant 
that they had to be treated 
like children. 

Rewards in the form of 
automobile rides in chauf- 
feured limousines and 
assistance for their own 


threat of denials if the men 
were unco-coperative. 

There was even a social 
lodge created in which the 
men and their families 
gathered for socializing. It 
was called the Miss Rivers’ 
Lodge named for Eunice 
Rivers, a Public Health Ser- 
vice nurse responsible for * 
keeping track of the men 
used in the Tuskegee ex- 
periment. 
= CACC PIS unt” @ 1946 
reportm in which the doctor’s 
cnvicted themselves -in 
displaying. a callous ‘and 
detatciica aundaemtoward the 
suffering of the men being 
denied treatment, included 
grim scientific analysis of the 
side effects of syphilis; 

“Examination (autopsy) did 
reveal evidence of hardening 
of the arteries more frequen- 
tly in the syphilitic than in the 
control (nonsyphlitic) group... 

“The syphilitics exhibited 
more lossmf vision at all ages 
than did the controls....and 

“it is clear that in the ab- 
sence of treatment the person 
infected with syphilis, even 
though he may escape the 
late crippling manifestations 
which lead directly to death, 
still runs a considerable risk 
of having his life span shor- 
tened by other fatal con- 
ditions. 

“In addition, he can expect 
to experience more 
manifestations of ill health of 
all kinds than do uninfected 
persons.” 


A number of survivors of 
the experiments and families 
of some who died have en- 
tered law suits to collect 
damanges. Both USS. 
Senators from: Alabama ~ 
John J. Sparkman and James 
B. Allen — have sponsored 
legislation. to give par- 
ticipants or their survivors 
$25, each. 


The Alabama Attorney 
General's’ office is also 
checking to determine if the 
Tuskegee Study, began in 
1932 and continuing to this 
day, violates a 1927 state law 
requiring treatment for 
syphilis victims.
